Kiv;olved that the Federal Home Loon 
Ban-; Board, upon the basis of consid¬ 
eration by it of the advisability of adopt* 
lr.g and codifying a statement of policy 
Kiting forth activities of a service 
corporation that are permissible under 
paragraph <a) of I 545.9*1 of the rules 
ar.d regulations for the Federal Savings 
arui Loan System (12 CFR 545.9*1) and 
certain activities that would be appro* 
priiite for approval for service corpora¬ 
tions under the provisions of paragraph 
tb> of 1 545.9-1 and for that purpose, 
hereby amends Part 556 of the rules and 
regulations for the Federal Savings and 
Loan System <X2 CFR Part 556) by 
adding, immediately after $ 556.2. a new 
kc t.rn. S 556.3. to read as follows:

a Introduction. (!) 8cction 545.9*1 
of this chapter permits Federal savings 
and I jan associations to participate in 
serv-re corporations and provides two 
appi iches to such participation. 

*2) A Federal association is permitted, 
without further action by the Federal 
Horn, i/mn Bank Board, to Invest In 
h statewide service corporation if cer¬ 
tain rests are met to assure that the serv¬ 
ice c Deration Is open to all savings qnd 
loan Delations in the same State on 
*qun! terms. Subparagraph C4> of 
1545 3-1 (a) of this chapter requires that 
Subit .ntially all of the activities of 
flic! ervice corporation consist of orig¬ 
inal ing. purchasing, selling and servic¬ 
in' loans upon real estate and partic- 
ipatiLif interests therein, and/or cleri¬ 
cal. k keeping, accounting, statistical, 
or similar functions performed primarily 
for savings and loan associations, plus 
web other activities as the Board may 
approve.*

be appropriate for approval for service 
corporations under the provisions of 
paragraph (b) of 3 545.9-1 of this chap¬ 
ter. 

(b) Paragraph (a) of l 545S-I of this 
chapter. (1) Subparagraph (4) or para¬ 
graph (a) of $ 545.9-1 of this chapter 
permits service corporations meeting the 
requirements of paragraph (a) to orig¬ 
inate. purchase, sell and service loans 
upon real estate and participating inter¬ 
ests therein. This includes the brokering 
and warehousing of such real estate 
loans. 

(2) The phrase •‘clerical, bookkeeping, 
accounting, statistical, or similar func¬ 
tions** (performed primarily for savings 
and loan associations) includes: 

<t> Data processing services: 

<ll) Accounting services; 

(ill) Auditing services; 

Uv> Bulk buying of office supplies, 
furniture and equipment; 

(v) Development and operation of dis¬ 
aster storage facilities of microfilm or 
other duplicate records. 

(3) Under the last clause of subpara¬ 
graph (4> of 3 545.9-1 <a) of this chap¬ 
ter— 1 ’‘such other activities as the Board 
may approve’*—the Board hereby ap¬ 
proves the following services to be per¬ 
formed for members of the service cor¬ 
porations and for other savings and loan 
associations in the same State, District. 
Commonwealth, territory, or possession: 

(I) Credit information, appraisal, and 
construction loan inspection services, and 
abstracting; 

(II) Services to facilitate the flow' of 
large accounts from new sources into 
savings and loan associations; 

<iii> Administration of personnel ben¬ 
efit programs, including life and health 
insurance, and health and pension plans; 

(tv) Tax consulting services; 

<v> Appropriate research, studies, and 
surveys; and 

(vi) Cooperative or Institutional ad¬ 
vertising. 

(4) Under the last clause of subpara¬ 
graph (4) of 3 545.9*1 (a) of this chapter, 
the Board also approves the making, pur¬ 
chasing. and selling of educational loans 
by service corporations, and Investments 
of the type specified in 3 545.9 of this 
chapter. 

(5» The approvals of “other activities** 
for paragraph (a) service corporations 
contained in this statement of policy are 
subject to revocation and revision from 
time to time by the Board. 

<c> Paragraph <b) of 3 545.9-1 of this 
chapter. (1) Under 3 545.9-1 (b) of this 
chapter, the Board will consider for ap¬ 
proval investment in a service corpora¬ 
tion whose activities are permitted under 
3 545.9-1 (a) of this chapter and are 
otherwise limited to those which a Fed¬ 
eral savings and loan association is au¬ 
thorized to perform within the limita¬ 
tions of law and regulation. However, in 


no event will approval be given where 
provision is made for use of the service 
corporation to exercise voting rights in 
the association itself. In addition to those 
activities which a Federal association is 
authorized to perform, the Board will 
consider for approval applications in 
which the service corporation, or a sub¬ 
sidiary', lias authority to act as an in¬ 
surance agent, escrow agent, or trustee 
under deeds of trust, primarily for the 
benefit of the service corporation mem¬ 
bers. This docs not preclude the forma¬ 
tion of service corporations for other 
purposes, as provided In 3 545.9-1 (b) of 
this chapter, with prior specific approval 
of the Board. Where any operating busi¬ 
ness engaged in the activities referred 
to In this paragraph is to be acquired by 
a service corporation, it will be necessary 
to establish to the satisfaction of the 
Board the fairness of the purchase price 
and the terms of the transaction. Sub¬ 
sequent acquisitions by service corpora¬ 
tions must be approved by the Board and 
arc subject to the same standards and 
conditions as herein provided. 

(2) This policy makes Inappropriate 
open-end provisions in charters, articles 
of incorporation, bylaws, or other gov¬ 
erning instruments. In any case where 
prior specific Board approval is required, 
it is incumbent upon the applicants to 
provide for Board consideration. In detail 
and with the utmost clarity and preci¬ 
sion, a statement of contemplated activ¬ 
ities. It should be borne in mind that 
neither the regulations nor Board policy 
contemplates the use of the service cor¬ 
poration vehicle as a means to Improve 
the appearance of mismanaged or prob¬ 
lem institutions (for example, through 
the purchase of “scheduled Items*’). Ac¬ 
cordingly. it will be Inappropriate for a 
service corporation to purchase, or other¬ 
wise acquire, from Its member institu¬ 
tions, or parent, “scheduled items* as 
that term is defined in $ 561.15 of this 
chapter. 

<d> General. (1) There will be no ex¬ 
ception to the examination and audit 
requirements of paragraph (d) of 
3 545.9*1 of this chapter. The applicable 
requirement also applies to all service 
corporation “subsidiaries’’ and "affili¬ 
ates.* 1 ’ In tills connection, the corporate 
powers of the service corporations may 
not provide for ownership of subsidiaries 
other than on a wholly owned basis. 
Further, the powers and authorities of a 
subsidiary of a service corporation may 
not exceed those of its parent. 

(2) The Board, concurrently with the 
issuance of this policy statement, is pro¬ 
posing a new paragraph <e) to be added 
to 3 545.9-1 of this chapter requiring Fed¬ 
eral associations to dispose of Invest¬ 
ments in service corporations engaging 
in activities not permitted under the Fed¬ 
eral regulations. The requirement will be 
applicable to Investments in both para¬ 
graph (a) and paragraph <b> service 
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corporations of this section. Such dis¬ 
posal will not be required if the imper¬ 
missible activity is discontinued within 
90 days after notice.

The order to cease and desist, includ¬ 
ing further order requiring report of 
compliance therewith, is as follows: 

It is ordered. That respondents Hoff¬ 
man-Morton Co., a partnership, trading 
under its own name or as Hoffman- 
Morton Furriers or any other name or 
names, and Morton H. Hoffman. Mabel 
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Hoffman. Ida Hoffman, and David Velt¬ 
man. individually and as copartners 
trading as Hoffman-Morton Co., and 
respondents’ representatives, agents, and 
employees, directly or through any 
corporate or other device, in connection 
with the introduction, or manufacture 
for introduction, into commerce, or the 
sale, advertising or offering for sale in 
commerce, or the transportation or dis¬ 
tribution in commerce, of any fur prod¬ 
uct: or In connection with the manu¬ 
facture for sale. sale, advertising, offer¬ 
ing for sale, transportation or distribu¬ 
tion. of any fur product which is made 
In whole or in part of fur which has been 
shipped and received in commerce, as 
the terms "commerce. 0 ’’fur.** and 
“fur product” are defined in the Fur 
Products Labeling Act, do forthwith 
cease and desist from: 

A. Misbranding any fur product by: 

1. Falsely or deceptively labeling or 
otherwise identifying any such fur prod¬ 
uct as to the country of origin of furs 
contained in such fur product. 

2. Falsely or deceptively labeling or 
otherwise identifying such fur product as 
to the name or designation of the animal 
or animals that produced the fur con¬ 
tained in the fur product. 

3. Failing to affix a label to such fur 
product showing in words and In figures 
plainly legible all of the information re¬ 
quired to be disclosed by each of the sub¬ 
sections of section 4(2) of the Fur Prod¬ 
ucts Labeling Act. 

4. Setting forth on a label attached to 
such fur product the name or names of 
any animal or animals other than the 
name of the animal producing the fur 
contained in the fur product as specified 
in the Fur Products Name Guide, and as 
prescribed by the rules and regulations. 

5. Failing to set forth the term ”Per- 
slan-broadtail Lamb” on a label in the 
manner required where an election is 
made to use that term Instead of the 
word “Lamb." 

6. Failing to set forth the term ‘ Dyed 
Broadtail-processed Lamb” on a label in 
the manner required where an election 
is made to use that term in lieu of the 
term ’’Dyed Lamb.” 

7. Setting forth information required 
under section 4(2) of the Fur Products 
Labeling Act and the rules and regula¬ 
tions promulgated thereunder in hand¬ 
writing on a label affixed to such fur 
product 

8. Failing to set forth Information re¬ 
quired under section 4(2) of the Fur 
Products Labeling Act and the rules and 
regulations promulgated thereunder on 
a label In the sequence required by Rule 
30 of the aforesaid rules and regulations. 

B. Falsely or deceptively Invoicing any 
fur product by: 

1. Falling to furnish an Invoice, as the 
term ’’invoice” is defined in the Fur 
Products Labeling Act. showing in words 
and figures plainly legible all the infor¬ 
mation required to be disclosed by each 
of the subsections of section 5(b)(1) of 
the Fur Products Labeling Act. 


2. Palling to set forth the term ’’Per¬ 
sian Lamb” in the manner required 
where an election is made to use that 
term instead of the word ’’Lamb.” 

3. Falling to set forth the term p. r- 
sian-broadtail Lamb” in the manner re¬ 
quired where an election is made to use 
that term instead of the word “Lamb 

4. Falling to set forth the term "Dyed 
Broadtail-processed Lamb” in the man¬ 
ner required where an election is made 
to use that term instead of the words 
“Dyed Lamb,** 

5. Failing to set forth the term nat¬ 
ural” as part of the information required 
to be disclosed on an invoice under the 
Fur Products Labeling Act and rules and 
regulations promulgated thereunder to 
describe such fur product which Is not 
pointed, bleached, dyed. Up-dyed or 
otherwise artificially colored. 

C. Falsely or deceptively advertising 
any fur product through the use o( any 
advertisement, representation, public an¬ 
nouncement or notice which is intended 
to aid, promote, or assist, directly or in¬ 
directly. in the sale, or offering for sale 
of any fur product, and which: 

1. Fails to set forth in words and 
figures plainly legible all the information 
required to be disclosed by each of the 
subsections of section 5(a) of the Fur 
Products Labeling Act. 

2. Fails to set forth the term ' Persian 
Lamb” in the manner required where tin 
election is made to use that term Instead 
of the word "Lamb.” 

3. Fails to set forth the term ‘Broad¬ 
tail Lamb” in the manner required where 
an elecUon is made to use that term in¬ 
stead of the word "Lamb.** 

4. Fails to set forth the term Per¬ 
sian-broadtail Lamb” In the manner re¬ 
quired where an election is made to use 
that term Instead of the word **Lerab 

5. Fails to set forth the term "natural 
as part of the information required to be 
disclosed in advertisements under (he 
Fur Products Labeling Act and the rules 
and regulations promulgated thereunder 
to describe any such fur product which 
is not pointed, bleached, dyed, tip-dyed, 
or otherwise artificially colored. 

6. Fails to set forth all parts of the 
information required under section 5ia> 
of the Fur Products Labeling Act and the 
rules and regulations promulgated there¬ 
under in type of equal size and con- 
spicuousnoss and In close proximity with 
each other. 

It is further ordered, That the re¬ 
spondents herein shall, within sixty <60* 
days after service upon them of thw 
order, file with the Commission a report 
in writing setting forth in detail the 
manner and form in which they have 
compiled with this order.

for sale, sale or distribution of dgars or 
products. In commerce, as “com¬ 
merce" is defined In the Federal Trade 
Crir.rntsaion Act, do forthwith cease and 
tei r from: 

1 Using the words ' Havana Florida 
Company" in or as part of respondents' 
:uunc or corporate name unless 
^spoiidents* address Is disclosed in Im¬ 
mediate conjunction therewith In a clear 
c spicuous manner: or misrepre- 
wMng. in any other manner, the place 


or location of any of respondents' busi¬ 
ness operations or place or places of 

business. 

2. Using the term "Havana" or any 
other term or terms Indicative of to¬ 
bacco grown on the Island of Cuba, either 
alone or in conjunction with any other 
terms, to describe, designate or in any 
way refer to cigars not made entirely 
from tobacco grown on the Island of 
Cuba; except that cigars containing a 
substantial amount of tobacco grown on 
the Island of Cuba may be described, 
designated or referred to as “blended 
with Havana," or by any term of similar 
import or meaning: Provided . That the 
words "blended with," or other qualifying 
word or words, are set out in immediate 
connection or conjunction with the word 
“Havana," or other term indicative of 
tobacco grown on the island of Cuba, 
in letters of equal size and conspicuous¬ 
ness. 

3. Using the term "import blend*' or 
any other term or terms indicative of to¬ 
bacco grown outside of the United States, 
cither alone or in conjunction with any 
other terms to describe or designate or 
in any way refer to cigars not made 
entirely from tobacco grown outside of 
the United States: except that cigars 
containing a substantial amount of 
tobacco grown outside the United States 
may be described, designated, or referred 
to as "blended with." or by any term of 
similar import or meaning: Provided, 
That the words “blended with" or other 
qualifying word or words, arc set out in 
immediate conjunction with the word 
“Import," “imported," or other similar 
terms Indicative of tobacco grown outside 
the United States. In letters of equal size 
and conspicuousness. 

4. Misrepresenting, in any manner, the 
origin or source of respondents' products 
or any part or portion thereof. 

5. Representing, directly or by impli¬ 
cation, that they own. operate, or control 
a factory In which merchandise sold by 
them is manufactured: or misrepresent¬ 
ing, In any manner, the kind or character 
of respondents' business. 

6. Using the terms “special," “special 
sale price," “reclassified." “contract pur¬ 
chase," or other words or terms of similar 
import or meaning to refer to any price 
amount which Is not substantially less 
than the price at which substantial sales 
of said products were made in the trade 
area or areas where the representations 
are made. 

7. Representing, in any manner, that 
by purchasing any of said merchandise, 
customers arc afforded savings amount¬ 
ing to the difference between respond¬ 
ents’ stated price and any other price 
used for comparison with that price: 

a. Unless respondents have offered 
such merchandise for sale at the com¬ 
pared price in good faith for a reason¬ 
ably substantial period of time In the 
recent regular course of business; or 

b Unless substantial sales of said 
merchandise are being made in the trade 
area at the compared price, or at a higher 
price; or 

c. Unless a substantial number of the 
principal retail or mail order outlets 


in the trade area regularly offer the mer¬ 
chandise for sale at the compared price 
or some higher price; or 

d. When a value comparison represen¬ 
tation with comparable merchandise Is 
used, unless substantial sales of mer¬ 
chandise of Uke grade and quality arc 
being made In the trade area at the 
compared price and It is clearly and 
conspicuously disclosed that the com¬ 
parison is with merchandise of like grade 
and quality. 

8. Falsely advertising. In any manner, 
that savings are available to purchasers 
or prospective purchasers of respondents' 
merchandise, or misrepresenting, in any 
manner, the amount of savings available 
to purchasers of respondents’ merchan¬ 
dise at retail. 

9. Representing, directly or by impli¬ 
cation. that any of respondents’ mer¬ 
chandise is guaranteed unless the nature 
and extent of the guarantee, the identity 
of the guarantor and the manner in 
which the guarantor will perform there¬ 
under are clearly and conspicuously dis¬ 
closed and any represented guarantee is 
In fact provided and fully and completely 
performed to the extent and in the 
manner represented. 

10. Representing, directly or by impli¬ 
cation. that respondents' cigars are of an 
undisclosed prestige or name brand: 
Provided , however , That it shall oe a 
defense in any enforcement proceeding 
instituted hereunder for respondents to 
establish that said products were of the 
represented brand, grade, or quality. 

1L Representing, directly or by Impli¬ 
cation. that cigars classified as seconds 
or which are otherwise functionally de¬ 
fective are equAl In performance to cigars 
without such defects: or otherwise mis¬ 
representing the grade or quality of 
respondents' merchandise. 

12. Representing, directly or by impli¬ 
cation, that merchandise has been ap¬ 
proved or endorsed by an independent 
organization engaged in protecting the 
interests of consumers or In determining 
objectively the merits of such merchan¬ 
dise: Provided, however. That it shall be 
a defense in any enforcement proceeding 
Instituted hereunder for respondents to 
establish that such representation is 
truthful in every material respect. 

13. Placing in the hands of retailers, 
dealers or others, the means or instru¬ 
mentalities by or through which they 
may mislead or deceive the public in the 
manner or as to the things hereinabove 
prohibited. 

It is further ordered. That the respond¬ 
ents herein shall, within sixty (60) days 
after service upon them of this order, 
file with the Commission a report in 
writing setting forth in detail the manner 
and form in which they have complied 
with this order.

§ 6-60.0 Scope of part. 

This part relates to disputes arising 
under Department of State contracts 
(which shall for the purpose of this part 
include grants) and to the transfer of 
certain appellate and review functions 
of the Department of State to the Armed 
Services Board of Contract Appeals (re¬ 
ferred to in this part as the “ASBCA") 
and the delegation of authority to 
ASBCA to hear and decide appeals of 
contractors from final decisions of con¬ 
tracting officers arising under disputes 
provisions of contracts awarded by the 
Department of State. 

§ 6-60.1 Designation. 

The Armed Services Board of Con¬ 
tract Appeals Is designated the author¬ 
ized representative of the Secretary of 
State and the Deputy Under Secretary of 
State for Administration to hear and 
determine appeals by contractors from 
final decisions of Contracting Officers on 
disputed questions arising under De¬ 
partment of State contracts pursuant to 
provisions of contracts requiring the 
determination of such appeals by either 
official or their duly authorized 
representative. 

§ 6—60.2 Applicability. 

This designation shall apply to appeals, 
notice of which Is received, after publica¬ 
tion in the Federal Register of this 
revision. 

§ 6-60.3 Dcpnrtmcnt support. 

The Supply and Transportation Ser¬ 
vices Division shall ensure support by 
officers and employees of the Department 
of 8tate in processing appeals, and as¬ 
certaining information to the extent re¬ 
quired for that purpose, before the 
ASBCA and is hereby authorized to re¬ 
quire such officers and employees to 
cooperate for this purpose. 

§ 6—60.1 Rule*. 

(a) In acting under this designation, 
the ASBCA will follow the rules in 32 
CFR 30.1 (Appendix A) Part 2. which 
are hereby adopted and set forth in para¬ 
graph (b) of this section, except as 
amended. Rule 31 is superseded by the 
date of effectiveness of this part upon 
publication. Part 1 of Appendix A, con¬ 
taining the Charter of the ASBCA, is not 
Included in this paragraph.

The Armed Services Board of Contract Ap¬ 
peals Is the authorized representative of the 
Secretary of State, the Deputy Under Secre¬ 
tary of 8tate for Administration, In hearing. 


considering, and determining as fully and 
finally as might either official: 

(a) Appeals by contractors from decisions 
of contracting officers or their authorized 
representatives or other authorities on dis¬ 
puted questions, taken pursuant to the pro¬ 
vision of contract* requiring the determina¬ 
tion of such appeals by the Secretary of 
State or the Deputy Under Secretary of State 
for Administration or their duly authorized 
representative or board; or 

(b) Appeals by contractors taken pursuant 
to the provisions of any directive whereby 
the Secretary of 8tate or the Deputy Under 
Secretary of State for Administration has 
granted a right of appeal not contained In 
the contract. 

When an appeal la taken pursuant to a 
Disputes clause In a contract which limits 
appeals to disputes concerning questions of 
fact, the Board may in its discretion hear, 
consider, and decide aU questions of law 
necessary for the complete adjudication of 
the Issue. In the consideration of an appeal, 
should It appear that a claim Is Involved 
which is not cognisable under the terms of 
the contract, the Board may make findings 
of fact with respect to such a claim without 
expressing an opinion on the queatlon of 
liability. 

When a contract requires the Secretary of 
State or the Deputy Under Secretary of State 
for Administration, personally to render a 
decision on the matter In dispute, the Armed 
Services Board of Contract Appeals makes 
and submits findings and recommendations 
to the appropriate official with respect 
thereto. 

There are a number of division* of the 
Armed Service* Board of Contract Appeals 
established by the Chairman of the Board 
In such manner os to provide for the most 
effective and expeditious handling of appeals. 
Appeals are assigned to the divisions for 
decision without regard to the procuring 
authority which entered into the contract 
involved. Hearing may be held by a desig¬ 
nated member, or by a duly authorized 
examiner. The decision of a majority of a 
division constitutes the decision of the Board 
provided that the Chairman and two Vice 
Chairmen jointly signify their approval of 
the decision. If a majority of the members 
of a division Is unable to agree on a decision, 
or If the Chairman or one or more of the 
Vice Chairmen does not signify approval of 
the decision, determination of the appeal Is 
by the Chairman and Vice Chairmen. A deci¬ 
sion by a majority of those individuals then 
const Sillies the decision of the Board. 

On request of the appellant, an appeal 
Involving $5,000 or less Is decided os provided 
In the Optional Accelerated Procedure set 
forth In Rule 12 of the Board 

n STATEMENT OF FURPOftR 

Emphasis is placed upon the sound admin¬ 
istration of these rules In specific cases, 
because It is impracticable to articulate a 
rule to fit every possible circumstance which 
may be encountered. These rules will be 
Interpreted so as to secure Just and inexpen¬ 
sive determination of appeals without 
unnecessary delay. 

Preliminary procedures are available to 
encourage full disclosure of relevant and 
material facts and to discourage unwar¬ 
ranted surprise. 

AU time limitations specified for various 
procedural actions are computed as maxi¬ 
mum*, and are not to be fully exhausted 
If the action described can be accomplished 
in a leaser period. These time limitations are 
similarly eligible for extension in appro¬ 
priate circumstances, on good cause shown. 

Whenever reference is made to contractor, 
appellant, contracting officer, respondent and 
parties, this shall include respective counsel 
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for the parties, aa soon as appropriate No¬ 
tices of Appearance have been filed with the 
Board. 

rXKLXMXXAKY mOCEDU*ES 

1. Appeal*, how taken. Notice of an appeal 
must be in writing, and the original, to¬ 
gether with two copies, may be filed with the 
contracting officer from whose decision the 
appeal h taken. The notice of appeal must be 
mailed or otherwise filed within the time 
specified therefor in the contract or allowed 
by applicable provision of directive or Iaw. 

2. Notice of appeal . contents of . A notice 
of appeal should Indicate that an appeal Is 
thereby intended and should Identify the 
contract (by number), the deportment and 
agency or bureau cognizant of the dispute/ 
and the decision from which the appeal is 
taken. The notice of appeal should be signed 
personally by the appellant (the contractor 
making the appeal), or by an officer of the 
appellant corporation or member of the ap¬ 
pellant firm, or by the contractor's duly au¬ 
thorized representative or attorney. The 
complaint referred to In Rule 6 may be filed 
with the notice of appeal, or the appellant 
may designate the notice of appeal as a 
complaint, if it otherwise fulfills the require¬ 
ments of a complaint. 

3. Forwarding of appeals (STATE). When 
a notice of appeal in sny form has been re¬ 
ceived by the contracting officer, he shall 
endorse thereon the date of mailing (or date 
of receipt, ir otherwise conveyed) and within 
10 days shall forward said notice of appeal 
to the Board, wtth copies to the Supply and 
Transportation Services Division and the 
Legal Adviser of the Department of State. 
Following receipt by the Board of the original 
notice of an appeal (whether through the 
contracting officer or otherwise), the con¬ 
tractor. the contracting officer, the 8upply 
and Transportation Services Division and the 
Legal Adviser of the Department of State 
will promptly be advised of Its receipt, and 
the contractor will be furnished n copy of 
these rules. 

4. Duties of the contracting officer 
(STATU). Fallowing receipt of a notice of 
appeal, or advice that an appeal has been 
filed, the contracting olficer shall promptly, 
and in any event within 30 days, compile and 
transmit to the 8upp!y and Transportation 
Services Division copies of ail documents 
pertinent to the appeal. Including tho 
following: 

(a) The findings of fact and the decision 
from which the appeal is taken, and the 
letter or letters or other documents of claim 
In response to which the decision was Issued; 

(b) The controct, and pertinent plans, 
specifications, amendments, and change 
orders; 

(C) Correspondence between the parties 
and other data pertinent to the appeal; 

(d) Transcripts of any testimony Liken 
during the'course of proceedings, and affi¬ 
davits or statements of any witnesses on the 
matter in dispute made prior to the filing of 
the notice of appeal with the Board; 

(e) Such additional Information as may 
be considered material. 

The Supply and Transportation Services 
Division shall compile an appeal file from 
such documents, which file must contain the 
Items enumerated In paragraphs (a)-(e) of 
this rule, and shall promptly, and in any 
event within 66 days after the appeal Is 
docketed by the Board (except that this 
period ahall not exceed 40 days if the con¬ 
tracting olficer Is located, and necessary 
documentation Is substantially available, 
within the United States) transmit the ap¬ 
peal file to the Board. The Supply and 
Transportation Services Division shall notify 
the appellant when U has transmitted the 
appeal file to the Board, will provide him 
with a listing of its contents, and will afford 
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him an opportunity to examine the com¬ 
plete file at the ofllce of the contracting 
officer or at the office of the Board for the 
purpose of satisfying himself as to the con¬ 
tents, and furnishing or suggesting any 
additional documentation deemed pertinent 
to the appeal. Following receipt of the fore¬ 
going file, as it may be augmented nt the 
Lime of receipt, the Board will promptly ad¬ 
vise the parties. 

5. Dismissal for Jack of jurisdiction. Any 
motion addressed to the Jurisdiction of the 
Board shall be promptly filed- Hearing on 
the motion shall be afforded on application 
of either party, unless the Board determines 
that Its decision on the motion will be de¬ 
ferred pending hearing on both the merits 
and the motion. The Board shall have the 
right at any time and on Its own motion to 
raise the issue of Its Jurisdiction to proceed 
with a particular case, and shall do so by 
an appropriate order, affording the parties 
an opportunity to be heard thereon. 

<5. Pleadings, (a) Within 30 days after 
receipt of notice of docketing of the appeal,

11. Subintarfon Without a Hearing Either 
party may elect to waive a hearing and to 
submit his case upon the Board record, 
aa settled pursuant to Rule 13.

(transcribed If requested), and/or by briefs,

In the event of such absence, the hear¬ 
ing will proceed and the case will be regarded 
as submitted by the absent party as provided 
in Rule 11. 

20. Nature of hearings. Hearings shall be 
os informal as may be reasonable and appro¬ 
priate under the circumstances. Appellant 
and respondent may offer at a hearing on the 
merits such relevant evidence as they deem 
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appropriate and os would be admissible under 
the generally accepted rules of evidence ap¬ 
plied in the courts of the United Slatea In 
non Jury trials, subject, however, to the sound 
discretion of the presiding member or ex¬ 
aminer In supervising the extent and manner 
of presentation of such evidence. In general, 
admissibility will hinge on relevancy and 
materiality. Letters or copies thereof, affida¬ 
vits. or other evidence not ordinarily admis¬ 
sible under the generally accepted rules of 
evidence, may be admitted In the discretion 
of the presiding member or examiner. The 
woight to be attached to evidence presented 
in any particular form will be within the dis¬ 
cretion of the Board, taking into considera¬ 
tion all the circumstances of the particular 
case. Stipulations of fact agreed upon by the 
parties may be regarded and used as evidence 
at the hearing. The parties may stipulate the 
testimony that would be given by a witness 
lf the witness were present. The Board may 
in any case require evidence in addition to 
that offered by the parties. 

31 Examination of witnesses Witnesses 
before the Board will be examined orally 
under oath or affirmation, unless the fact* 
are stipulated, or the Board member or 
examiner shall otherwise order. If the testi¬ 
mony of a witness Is not given under oath 
the Board may. If it seems expedient, warn 
the witness that his statements may be sub¬ 
ject to the provisions of Title 18. United 
Stales Code. Sections 287 and 1001. and any 
other provisions of law Imposing penalties 
far knowingly making false representations 
in connection with claims against the United 
States or In any matter within the Juris¬ 
diction of any department or agency thereof 

22. Copies of paper*. When books, records, 
papers, or documents have been received in 
evidence, a true copy thereof or of such 
part thereof as may be material or relevant 
may be substituted therefor, during the 
hearing or at the conclusion thereof 

23. Posthearing briefs, fasthearing briefs 
may be submitted upon such terms as may 
be agreed upon by the parties and the pre¬ 
siding member or examiner at the conclu¬ 
sion of the hearing. Ordinarily they will 
be simultaneous briefs, exchanged within 
20 days after receipt of transcript. 

24. Traascvlpf of proceedings. Testimony 
and argument at hearings shall be reported 
verbatim, unless the Board otherwise orders 
Transcripts of the proceedings shall be 
supplied to the parties at such rates as may 
be fixed by contract between the Board and 
the reporter. If the proceedings are reported 
by an employee of the Government, the ap¬ 
pellant may receive transcripts upon pay¬ 
ment to the Government at the same rate* 
as those set by contract between the Board 
and the Independent reporter. 

25. Withdrawal of exhibits. After a deci¬ 
sion has become final the Board may. upon 
request and after notice to the other party, 
in it* discretion permit the withdrawal of 
original exhibits, or any part thereof, by the 
party entitled thereto. The substitution of 
true copies of exhibits or any part thereof 
may be required by the Board In Its discre¬ 
tion as a condition of granting permission 
for such withdrawal. 

axrazazmrsTiON 

26. The appellant. An individual appellant 
may appear before the Board In person, a 
corporation by on officer thereof, a partner¬ 
ship or Joint venture by a member thereof, 
or any of these by an attorney at law duly 
licensed In any State. Commonwealth. 
Territory, or In the District of Columbia. 

27. The respondent. Government counsel 
designated by the various departments to 
represent the departments, agencies, direc¬ 
torates. and bureaus cognisant of the dis¬ 
putes brought before the Board, may In 
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accordance with their authority represent 
the interest* of the Government before the 
Board. They shall Ole notices of appearance 
with the Board, and notice thereof will be 
given appellant or hla attorney in the form 
npcclflod by the Board from time to time. 
Whenever at any time It appears that ap¬ 
pellant and Government counsel are In 
agreement m to disposition of the contro¬ 
versy. the Board may suspend further proc¬ 
essing of the appeal in order to permit recon¬ 
sideration by the contracting officer: Pro- 
tided, Howet'rr, That If the Board Is advised 
thereafter by either party that the contro¬ 
versy has not been disposed of by agreement, 
the case shall be restored to the Board's cal¬ 
endar without loss of position. 

DKCISIONB 

28. Decisions of the Board will be made 
in writing and authenticated copies thereof 
will be forwarded simultaneously to both 
parties. The rules of the Board and all final 
orders and decisions (except those required 
for good cause to be held confidential and 
not cited as precedents) shall be open for 
public inspection at the offices of the Board 
In Washington. D.C. In accordance with 
paragraph 3 of the Charter, decisions of the 
Board will be made upon the record, as 
described In Rule 13. 

MOTIONS FOR RECONSIDERATION 

30. A motion far reconsideration. If filed 
by either party, shall set forth specifically the 
ground or grounds retied upon to sustain 
the motion, and shall be filed within 30 days 
from the date of the receipt of a oopy of the 
decision of the Board by the party filing 
the motion. 

DISMISSAL WITHOtrr PREJUDICE 

30. In certain cases, appeals docketed be¬ 
fore the Board are required to be placed in 
a suspense status and the Board is unable 
to proceed with disposition thereof for rea¬ 
sons not within the control of the Board. 
In any such case where the >tupen*Son has 
continued, or It appears that It will continue, 
for an Inordinate length of time, the Board 
may in its discretion dismiss such appeals 
from !U docket without prejudice to their 
restoration when the cause of suspension 
has been removed.

Special Regulations 

Notice Is hereby given that pursuant 
to the authority contained in section 3 
of the Act of August 25. 1916 (39 Stat. 
535). 345 DM-1 (27 VJL 6395). National 
Park Service Order No. 34 (31 Fit. 4255). 
Regional Director, Southeast Region 
Order No. 4 (31 F.R. 8135), as amended, 
it is proposed to amend I 7.27 of Title 
36 of the Code of Federal Regulations as 
is set forth below. The purpose of this 
amendment is to delete existing special 
regulations relating to the applicability 
of State fishing laws and regulations, 
since these matters are provided for in 
Part 2 of this title; to delete the special 
regulation relating to dumping of refuse 
in monument waters or on monument 
lands, since this matter is also adequately 
covered under Parts 2 and 3 of this title: 
to delete the regulation relating to pro¬ 
tection of wildlife since this matter also 
Is covered by regulations appearing In 
Parts 2 and 3 of this title; to designate 
areas authorized for the landing of air¬ 
craft. as required under } 2.2 of this 
chapter: and to prohibit fishing and the 
disturbance of marine life within the 
moat, withhi 500 feet of the moat wall 
at Garden Key, and in the shallow waters 
between Garden, Bush, and Long Key's 
except that sport fishing in deep water 
channels and from the piers within that 
area will be permitted. The restriction 
against the taking of fish and other 
marine life from the moat is currently 
in effect. The additional restrictions arc 
necessary In order to protect persons us¬ 
ing the newly established underwater 
trails in the locations described and to 
enable such persons to enjoy a better 
view of the marine life, A minor change 
is made in paragraph (a) by correcting 
the cross-reference to other provisions 
of the regulation. 

The provisions of the regulation des¬ 
ignating authorized landing areas for 
aircraft are nearly identical to the pro¬ 
visions of the former regulation on this 
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matter and its publication In these spe¬ 
cial regulations Is made necessary by 
the reorganization of the general regula¬ 
tions which now appear in Part 2 of this 
title. However, seaplanes may no longer 
be brought up on land between the main 
dock and the south coaling dock, since 
that area is being used by small boats 
and picnickers. 

It is the policy of the Department of 
the Interior, whenever practicable, to af¬ 
ford the public an opportunity to par¬ 
ticipate in the rule making process. Ac¬ 
cordingly, interested persons may sub¬ 
mit written comments, suggestions, or 
objections, with respect to the proposed 
amendments, to the Superintendent, 
Everglades National Park, Post Office 
Box 279, Homestead. Fla. 33030, within 
30 days of the date of publication of this 
notice in the Federal Register.

STANDARDS FOR PROTECTION 
AGAINST RADIATION 

Reporting and Record Keeping 
Requirements 

In December 1965, the Atomic Energy 
Commission announced its intention to 
develop an employer-state-Federal co¬ 
operative record and reports system for 
radiation workers. 

An initial draft of a proposed system 
was disseminated for public comment In 
April 1966: and. on the basis of com¬ 
ments received, was modified in Septem¬ 
ber 1966. In August and September 1966, 
the Joint Committee on Atomic Energy 
of the Congress held hearings on the 
subject. 

After taking into consideration the 
testimony presented at those hearings 
and the comments and suggestions re¬ 
ceived from interested organizations and 
individuals, the Commission has further 
revised the proposed records and reports 
system. It proposes at this time to im¬ 
plement the revised system with respect 
to its owm facilities and its licensees. 

Provisions applicable to licensees of the 
Commission are c ontai ned in proposed 
amendments to 10 CFR Part 20. A pro¬ 
posed revision of 5 20.401 is designed to 
Indicate more specifically the radiation 
exposure records required for purposes 
of the Commission’s records and reports 
system. 

A proposed new 5 20.407 would require 
licensees to report, annually, for the pre¬ 
vious calendar year, the following iden¬ 
tification and exposure Information to 
be preserved In a records center: 

1. Individual’s quarterly exposures to 
radiation from sources external to the 
body which exceed certain specified 
levels; 

2. Individual’s exposures to concentra¬ 
tions of radioactive materials which ex¬ 
ceed applicable exposure limits; and 

3. Identification information (name, 
social security number, and date of birth) 
for those individuals who were required 
to be monitored for exposure to radiation 
from sources external to the body but 
whose exposures did not exceed specified 
levels and for those individuals for whom 
evaluations of exposure to concentrations 
of radioactive material were required but 
whose exposures did not exceed any ap¬ 
plicable limit. Tlie licensee would be per¬ 
mitted to include in this list individuals 
who incurred reportable exposures and 
individuals whose exposures were deter¬ 
mined for the convenience of the licensee 
rather than to meet regulatory require¬ 
ments. 

The proposed central records reposi¬ 
tory would provide an index of monitored 
individuals. It would also make available 
in one place exposure information for 
individuals who work for more than one 
A EC licensee or contractor or in more 
than one State.

Inc. (“Utili¬ 
ties”) . an Arizona corporation, in which 
Howard L. Terry, a director of BFI has 
a 25-percent Interest, will be terminated. 
All interested persons are referred to the 
application on file with the Commission 
for a statement of applicants repre¬ 
sentations which are summarized below.

and shall specify with particularity the 
facts, matters, and things relied upon, 
but shall not Include issues or allegations 
phrased generally. Protests not In rea¬ 
sonable compliance with the require¬ 
ments of the rules may be rejected. The 
original and one copy of the protest shall 
be filed with the Commission, and a copy 
shall be served concurrently upon appli¬ 
cant’s representative, or applicant if no 
representative Is named. If the protest 
Includes a request for oral hearing, such

requests shall meet the requirements of 
8 1 247(d)(4) of the special rule, and 
shall Include the certification required 
therein. 

Section 1.247(f) of the Commission’s 
rules of practice further provides that 
each applicant shall, If protests to its ap¬ 
plication have been filed, and within 60 
days of the date of this publication, 
notify the Commission in writing it) 
that it is ready to proceed and prosecute 
the application, or (2) that it wishes to 
withdraw the application, failure in 
which the application will be dismissed 
by the Commission. 

Further processing steps (whether 
modified procedure, oral hearing, or 
other procedures) will be determined 
generally in accordance with the Com¬ 
mission’s General Policy Statement Con¬ 
cerning Motor Carrier Licensing Proce¬ 
dures, published in the Federal Register 
issue of May 3,1966.

New Pneumatic Tires and Tire 
Selection and Rims 

A proposal to amend S 255.21 of Part 
255. Initial Federal Motor Vehicle Safety 
Standards, by addin? Standard No. 109, 
New Pneumatic Tires—Passenger Cars; 
and Standard No. 110. Tire Selection and 
Rims—Passenger Cars: was published in 
the Federal Register on July 22. 1967 
(32 Fit. 10812). 

Interested persons have been afTorded 
on opportunity to participate in the 
making of the amendment. 

Compliance with the labeling require¬ 
ments of Standard No. 109, established 
in accordance with section 201 of the 
National Trafllc and Motor Vehicle 
Safety Aci of 1966 (15 U.S.C. 1421). and 
the tread wear Indicator requirements 
found in the standard may necessitate 
the modification of tire molds. Several 
tire manufacturers requested that ad¬ 
ditional time be allowed to modify these 
tire molds. After evaluation of all data 
received. It was determined that an ef¬ 
fective date of August 1, 1968. for para¬ 
graphs S4.2.1 and S4.3 would provide a 
reasonable amount of time to accom¬ 
plish the necessary mold modifications. 

Many comments stated that no prac¬ 
tical way is known to permanently affix 
a label onto the tire sidewall, as would 
have been required by proposed para¬ 
graph S4.3.1 until such time as a label 
is molded into or onto the tire. Accord¬ 
ingly. S4.3.1 of Standard No. 109 has 
been modified to permit, until August 1. 
1968, the use of a label or tag containing 
the required labeling Information not 
permanently molded Into or onto the tire. 

Many comments objected to the limi¬ 
tations imposed by the maximum tire 
section width dimensions specified in the 
tables of the notice. The Administrator 
has determined that additional dimen¬ 
sional latitude Is necessary, and there¬ 
fore Standard No. 109 specifies that to 
provide for tire growth, protective side 
ribs, ornamentation, manufacturing tol¬ 
erances. and design differences for each 
tire size designation actual tire section 
width and overall tire width may exceed 
the section width specified in Table I of 
the Standard by 7 percent. 

In response to requests, additional tire 
size designations and load/inflation 
schedules were added when necessary In¬ 
formation was available. In addition. 
Table I of Standard No. 109 and Table II 
of Standard No. 110 have been combined 
to collate related Information. 

Persons desiring an amendment to 
Standard No. 109 adding tires not pres¬ 
ently listed, should submit sufficient 
pertinent information relative to these 
tires in 10 copies to the Secretary of

Data received have shown that the 
rim references indicated in the proposed 
Standards were inadequate in coverage. 
Therefore, a more comprehensive list of 
foreign and domestic trade association 
publications containing appropriate rim 
standards or practices has been refer¬ 
enced in the Standards. 

Data received demonstrated that the 
bead unseating and tire strength require¬ 
ments were inappropriate for certain 
groups of small tires. Accordingly, tires 
were regrouped and the test values re¬ 
vised to provide requirements for these 
small tires that are porportional to the 
requirements for other sizes of tires. 

Although Standard No. 169 applies to 
tires for use on passenger cars manu¬ 
factured after 1948. some of the tires 
covered by the Standard may also be used 
on earlier model vehicles. 

The testing procedures set forth In 
the Standard, size designations, and re¬ 
lated data are based upon existing stand¬ 
ards or practices using information 
furnished by such organizations as the 
Society of Automotive Engineers, Fed¬ 
eral Trade Commission, Tire and Rim 
Association, European Tire and Rim 
Technical Organization, Japanese 
Standards Association, Japan Automo¬ 
bile Tire Manufacturers Association, 
Rubber Manufacturers Association, Tyre 
Manufacturers Conference. Ltd., and 
the Society of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders. Ltd. 

To permit production of sufficient 
quantities of tires complying with the 
requirements of Standard No. 109 after 
Its effective date of January 1, 1968, 
Standard No. 110 applies to passenger 
cars manufactured on or after April 1, 
1968. 

A single table of load/pressure values 
for radial ply tires was included in the 
notice and this was supported by many 
comments. Other comments stressed the 
importance of Including different load/ 
pressure values for optimum tire deflec¬ 
tions. Although a single table of load/ 
pressure schedules combining these val¬ 
ues for these radial ply tires would be 
desirable. It was not considered advisable 
to Include such a table in the standard 
promulgated under the present notice. 

In accordance with section 201 of the 
Act, 84.3 of Standard No. 109 requires 
that each tire be labeled with the name 
of the manufacturer or his brand name 
and an approved code mark to permit the 
tire seller to identify the tire manufac¬ 
turer upon the purchaser's request. Any 
tire manufacturer desiring an approved 
code mark should apply for his code 
number assignment to the Secretary of 
Transportation; Attention: Motor Ve¬ 
hicle Safety Performance 8ervice, Na¬ 
tional Highway Safety Bureau, Federal 
Highway Administration. U.8. Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation, Washington, 
D.C. 20591. 

Several comments. Including the sug¬ 
gested use of a "load range" system, will 


be considered for future rule 
(See 32 F.R. 14279.) 

Since it was clearly the intent of the 
Congress that, to enhance the safety of 
the general public. Federal Motor Vehicle 
Safety Standards for tires become ef¬ 
fective as soon as practicable, and since 
no adverse comments were received 
pertinent to the proposed effective dale 
presented In the advance notice of pro¬ 
posed rule making (32 F.R. 2417», at a 
Oovemment-Industry technical meet¬ 
ing, and in the notice of proposed rule 
making <32 F.R. 10812), and no undue 
burden was demonstrated, good cause 
Is shown that an effective date earlier 
than 180 days after issuance is in the 
public interest.

NEW PNEUMATIC TIRES—PASSENGIF CARS 

SI. Purpose and scope . This standard 
specifies tire dimensions and laboi .Jory 
test requirements for bead unseating re¬ 
sistance, strength, endurance, and high 
speed performance; defines tire load rat¬ 
ings; and specifies labeling requirement 

82. Application. This standard apphe* 
to new pneumatic tires for use on pas¬ 
senger cars manufactured after 1948. 

S3. Definitions. 

"Bead” means that part of the tire 
made of steel wires, wrapped or rein¬ 
forced by ply cords, that Is shaped to fit 
the rim. 

"Bead separation" means a breakdown 
of bond between components in the bead 
area. 

"Bias ply tire" means a pneumatic ure 
in which the ply cords that extend to 
the beads are laid at alternate angles 
substantially less than 90" to the center- 
line of the tread. 

"Carcass" means the tire structure, 
except tread and sidewall rubber 

"Chunking" means the breaking 
of pieces of the tread. 

"Cord" means the strands forming the 
plies in the tire. 

"Cord separation" means cords part¬ 
ing away from adjacent rubber com¬ 
pounds. 

"Groove" means the space between 
two adjacent tread ribs. 

"Load rating" means the maximum 
load a tire is rated to carry for a gnen 
Inflation pressure. 

"Maximum permissible inflation pie*- 
sure" means the maximum cold infla ‘ 
pressure to which a tire may be infl^ 
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•Maximum load rating** means the 
jofld rating at the maximum permissible 
inflation pressure for that tire. 

-Overall width’* means the linear dis¬ 
tance between the exteriors of the side- 
walls of an inflated tire, including ele¬ 
vations due to labeling, decorations, or 
protective bands or ribs. 

•’Ply" means a layer of rubber-coated 
parallel cords. 

Ply separation” means a parting of 
rubber compound between adjacent 

plies. 

"Pneumatic tire” means a mechanical 
device made of rubber, chemicals, fabric 
and steel or other materials, which, when 
mounted on an automotive wheel, pro¬ 
vide* the traction and contains the gas 
or fluid that sustains the load. 

“Radial ply tire” means a pneumatic 
tire in which the ply cords which ex¬ 
tend to the beads are laid at substan¬ 
tially 90“ to the centerline of the tread. 

“Rim** means a metal support for a 
tire or a tire and ^ube assembly upon 
which the tire beads are seated. 

“Section width” means the linear 
distance between the exteriors of the 
sidewalls of an Inflated tire, excluding 
elevations due to labeling, decoration, or 
protective bands. 

“Sidewall* means that portion of a 
tire between the tread and the bead. 

“Size factor” means the sum of the 
section width and the outer diameter of 
a tire determined on the test rim.

84.2.2 Test requirements. 

54.2.2.1 Test sample. For each test 
sample use— 

<a> One tire for physical dimensions, 
resistance to bead unseating, and 
strength, in sequence; 

<b> Another tire for tire endurance; 
and 

<C) A third tire for high speed per¬ 
formance. 

54.2.2.2 Physical Dimensions. Each 
tire, when measured in accordance with 
85.1. shall conform to each of the fol¬ 
lowing: 

<a> Its actual section width and over¬ 
all width shall not exceed by more than 
7 percent the section width specified in 
Table I for its size designation and type; 
and 

<b) Its size factor shall be at least 
as large as that specified in Table I for 
its size designation and type. 

54.2.2.3 Tubeless tire resistance to 
bead unseating. When tested in accord¬ 
ance with 85.2, the applied force required 
to unseat the tire bead at the point of 
contact shall not be less than: 

(a) 1,500 pounds for tires with a des¬ 
ignated section width of less than six 
<6> inches; 

<b> 2.000 pounds for tires with a des¬ 
ignated section width of six (6) Inches 
or more but less than eight (8) inches; 

<c> 2,500 pounds for tires with a des¬ 
ignated section width of eight <8) Indies 
or more, using the section width speci¬ 
fied in Table I for the applicable tire size 
designation and type.

After com¬ 
pletion of the laboratory test wheel en¬ 
durance test specified in 85.4, no tire 
shall have tread, ply, cord, or bead sep¬ 
aration; chunking; or broken cords. 

84.2.2.6 High speed performance. 
After completion of the laboratory high 
speed performance test specified in 85.5, 
no tire shall have tread, ply. cord, or bead 
separation: chunking; or broken cords. 

84.3 Labeling requirements. Except 
as provided *n 84.3.1, each tire shall be 
conspicuously labeled on both sidewalls 
with each of the following permanently 
molded Into or onto the tire: 

(a) Size designation. 

Cb> Maximum permissible inflation 
pressure. 

(c) Maximum load rating. 

(d) Identification of manufacturer 
by- 

fl) Name; or 

(2) Brand name and an approved code 
mark. 

(e) Composition of the material used 
in the ply cord. 

(t) Actual number of plies in the side¬ 
wall and the actual number of piles In 
the tread area, if different. 
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<g) The word -tubeless’* or “tube 
type”, as applicable. 

<h> The word ’ radial ’. If a radial ply 
Ure. 

(1) An approved recital (or the sym¬ 
bol specified in Figure 1) that the tire 
conforms to applicable Federal Motor 
Vehicle Safety Standards. 

84.3.1 Until August 1. 1968. the label¬ 
ing requirements of 84.3 may be met by 
affixing to each tire a label or Lag that 
incorporates all specified information 
not molded into or onto the Ure. 

85. Test procedures. 

85.1 Physical Dimensions . Determine 
tire physical dimensions under uniform 
ambient conditions as follows: 

(a) Mount the Ure on a test rim and 
inflate it to the applicable pressure spec¬ 
ified in Tabic III. 

<b> Condition it at ambient room tem¬ 
perature for at least 24 hours. 

(c) Readjust pressure to that specified 
in <a>. 

<d> Caliper the section width and 
overall width at six points approximately 
equally spaced around the Ure circum¬ 
ference. 

<e) Record the average oTthese meas¬ 
urements as the secUon width and over¬ 
all width. respocUvely. 

(f) Determine Ure outer diameter by 
measuring the maximum circumference 
of the Ure and dividing this dimension 
by pi <3.14). 

85.2 Tubeless tire bead unseating re- 
sistance. 

85.2.1 Preparation of tire-wheel as¬ 
sembly. 

55.2.1.1 Wash the Ure. dry It at the 
beads, and mount it without lubricaUon 
or adhesives on a clean, painted test rim. 

85.2.1.2 Inflate it to the applicable 
pressure specified in Table III at ambient 
room temperature. 

55.2.1.3 Mount the wheel and Ure In 
the fixture shown in Figure 2. and force 
the sta nd a r d block shown in Figure 3 
against the tire sidewall as required by 
the geometry of the fixture. 

85.2.2 Test procedure. 

85.2.2.1 Apply a load through the 
block to the Ure outer sidewall at the 
distance specified in Figure 2 for the ap¬ 
plicable wheel size at a rate of 2 inches 
per minute, with the load arm substan¬ 
tially parallel to the tire and rim as¬ 
sembly at the time of engagement. 

55.2.2.2 Increase the load until the 
bead unseats or the applicable value 
specified in S4.2.2.3 Is reached. 

85 2.2.3 Repeat the test at least four 
places equally spaced around the tire 
circumference. 

85.3 Tire strength. 

85.3.1 Preparation of tire. 

85.3.1.1 Mount the tire on a test rim 
and inflate it to the applicable pressure 
specified in Table III; 

50.3.1.2 Condition it at room temper¬ 
ature for at least 3 hours; and 

85.3.1.3 Readjust its pressure to that 
specified in S5.3.1.1. 

85.3.2 Test procedure . 

85.3.2.1 Force a %-inch diameter 
cylindrical steel plunger with a hemi¬ 
spherical end perpendicularly into the 
tread rib as near to the centerline as 
possible, avoiding penetraUon into the

tread groove, at the rate of 2 inches per 
minute. 

S5.3.2.2 Record the force and pene¬ 
tration at five test points equally spaced 
around the circumference of the tire. If 
the tire fails to break before the plunger 
is stopped by reaching the rim, record 
the force and penetration as the rim is 
reached and use these values in 85.3.2.3. 

S5 3 2 .3 Compute the breaking energy 
for each test point by means of the 
following formula:

55.3.2.4 Determine the breaking 
energy value for the tire by computing 
the average of the five values obtained 
in accordance with S5.3.2.3.

55.4.1.1 Mount a new tire on a test 
rim and inflate it to the applicable pres¬ 
sure specified in Table III. 

85.4.1.2 Condition the tire assembly 
to 100±5* F. for at least three hours. 

85.4.1.3 Readjust tire pressure to 
thal specified in 85.4.1.1 immediately 
before testing. 

85.4.2 Test procedure. 

55.4.2.1 Mount the tire and wheel 
assembly on a test axle and press it 
against a flat-faced steel test wheel 67.23 
Inches in diameter and at least as wide 
as the section width of the tire to be 
tested or an approved equivalent test 
w r heel, with the applicable test load 
speclfled in Table I for the tire's size 
designation, type, and maximum permis¬ 
sible inflation pressure.

Occupant distribution** means dis¬ 
tribution of occupants in a vehicle as 
specified in the third column of Table I. 

Production options weight** means 
the combined weight of those installed 
regular production options weighing over 
5 pounds in excess of those standard 
Stems which they replace, not previously 
considered In curb weight or accessory 
ireUht. including heavy duty brakes, ride 
Ievclcrs, roof rack, heavy duty battery, 
and special trim. 

Vehicle capacity weight’* means the 
rated cargo and luggage load plus 150 
pounds times the vehicles designated 

seating capacity. 

Tails l 
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’’Vehicle maximum load on the tire** 
means that load on an Individual tire 
that is determined by distributing to each 
axle its share of the maximum loaded 
vehicle weight and dividing by two. 

•’Vehicle normal load on the tire** 
means that load on an individual tire 
that is determined by distributing to each 
axle Its share of the curb weight, acces¬ 
sory weight, and normal occupant weight 
(distributed in accordance with Table I) 
and dividing by two. 

S4. Requirements. 

54.1 General. Passenger Cars shall be 
equipped with tires that meet the re¬ 
quirements of Motor Vehicle Safety 
Standard No. 100. ’New Pneumatic 
Tires—Passenger Cars.’* 

54.2 Tire load limits. 

54.2.1 The vehicle maximum load on 
the tire shall not be greater than the ap¬ 
plicable maximum load rating specified 
in Table I of Motor Vehicle Safety Stand¬ 
ard No. 109 for the tire's size designation 
and type. 

54.2.2 The vehicle normal load on the 
tire shall not be greater than the test 
load used in the high speed performance 
test specified in S5.5 of Motor Vehicle 
Safety Standard No. 109 for that tire. 

S4.3 Placard. A placard, permanently 
affixed to the glove compartment door or 
an equally accessible location, shall dis¬ 
play the— 

(a) Vehicle capacity weight; 

(b) Designated seating capacity (ex¬ 
pressed in terms of total number of oc- 
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cupanta and in terms of occupants for 
each seat location); 

(c) Vehicle manufacturer’s recom¬ 
mended cold tire inflation pressure for 
maximum loaded vehicle weight and. 
subject to the limitations of S4.3.1. for 
any other manufacturer-specified vehicle 
loading condition: and 

<d> Vehicle manufacturer’s recom¬ 
mended tire size designation. 

54.3.1 No inflation pressure other 
than the maximum permissible inflation 
pressure may be specified unless— 

(a) It is less than the maximum per¬ 
missible Inflation pressure; 

(b) The vehicle loading condition for 
that pressure is specified; and 

<c> The tire load rating from Table I 
of Motor Vehicle Safety Standard No. 
109 for the Ure at that pressure Is not less 
than the vehicle load on the tire for that 
vehicle loading condition. 

S4.4 Rims. 

54.4.1 Requirements. Each rim shall: 

(a) Be constructed to the dimensions 

of a rim specified for the applicable tire's 
size designation in a reference cited In 
the definition of test rim in S3, of Motor 
Vehicle Safety Standard No. 109. 

<b> In the event of rapid loss of infla¬ 
tion pressure with the vehicle traveling 
in a straight Une at a speed of 60 miles 
per hour, retain the deflated tire until 
the vehicle can be stopped with a con¬ 
trolled braking application.
